Ludford  St.  During  the  year  17  expectant  mothers  attended. 

Maternity  Home. 

During  the  year  272  women  were  admitted  of  whom  8 came 
from  addresses  outside  the  Borough.  Of  these  79  (29%)  Were 
delivered  by  a Doctor,  192  (70.6%)  by  the  Midwives  of  the  Home, 
and  I was  not  delivered.  Of  the  271  women  whose  delivery 
was  completed  239  (87.9%)  had  engaged  a doctor,  the  remain- 
der being  midwives  casea. 

One  mother  died,  14  babies  were  still  born  and  3 babied  di'ed 
within  10  days  of  birth. 

The  average  duration  of  stay  was  13  days. 

The  pressure  on  the  accommodation  at  the  Home  has  been 
very  heavy  since  the  iwar  began  and  has  tended  to  injcreaple. 
ISIany  women  desiring  admission  have  had  to  be  refused  owing 
to  lack  of  accoinmodtation. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Council’s  scheme  for  the  extension  of 
the  Home  will  meet  no  further  obstructions.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  of  Crewe  comes  from  two  sources,  both  being 
deep  wells.  One  is  situate  at  Whitmore  and  belongs  to  the 
L.M.S.  Railway  Qo,,  the  other  is  situated  at  Eaton  and  belongs 
to  the  Corporation.  The  Eaton  supply  is  prmiped  from  one  of  two 
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boreholes  800  ft.  deep.  These  boreholes  are  44  inches  diam- 
meter at  the  top,  and  diminish  to  18  inches  at  the  bbttom,  the 
whole  of  each  borehole  is  lined  with  steel  tubes  (which  are  pler- 
iorated  or  a major  portion  of  the  depth.  The  estimated  yield  of 
the  site  is  million  gallons  per  day. 

The  amount  of  water  supplied  to'  the  Borough  during  1944 
was  092,426,000  gallons  from  El'aton  and  330,301,000  gallons 
from  the  Railway  Co.  supply.  In  addition  the  Company 
supplies  some  2,500  persons  housed  in  its  own  property  ditectly. 
Dining  'the  year  33ft.  of  3in.  and  132ft.  of  4in.  water  ma'ins 
were  laid. 

No  drains  or  sewers  were  laid  in  1944.
